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Board of Trustees appoints new chancellor 


Timothy P. White will 
take on his new role 
as head of the Board 
later this year.

Timothy P. White has been named 
the Cal State University chancellor 
and will replace Charles B. Reed at 
the end of December. 

White, who currently serves as chan- 
cellor of the University of California, 
Riverside, was approved by the CSU 
Board of Trustees in a closed, special 
meeting held Wednesday in Long Beach. 

“T am humbled to have been chosen 
to lead the California State University 
system at such a transformative time,” 
White said in a press release. “As 
chancellor, I look forward to engaging 


with faculty, students, staff, campus - 


presidents and CSU trustees, along 
with the communities we serve, as we 
advance this vital system of higher 
education for California’s future.” 

White, 63, will serve as the’ seventh 
chancellor of the CSU system and 
receive an annual salary of $421,500 
plus a $30,000 supplement from CSU 
Foundation sources, the same pay the 
current chancellor receives. 

White has served as chancellor of 
UCR since 2008 and was previously 
the president of the University of Ida- 
ho. A first generation college student, 
he received his bachelor’s degree and 
master’s degree in the CSU system, at 
Fresno State and Cal State East Bay 
respectively. 

CSULB President F. King Alexan- 
der said ina statement that the Board 
made an “excellent choice” in select- 
ing White. 

“I am completely confident in 
his ability to serve as the new CSU 
chancellor,” Alexander said. “I’ve

been very fortunate to work with Tim 
[White] on many important issues im- 
pacting California.” 

Associated Students, Inc. President 
John Haberstroh said he felt optimistic 
about the CSU’s choice of new chancel- 
lor. He said White’s accomplishments, 
such as the establishment of the School 
of Public Policy at UCR, showed that 
White was “civic-minded.” 

“Hopefully the new chancellor will 


at least try and consult students and 
faculty before making decisions,” 
Haberstroh said. “Hopefully he is 
more transparent in terms of the deci- 
sions that are made.” 

While the California Faculty As- 
sociation said they looked forward to 
working with the new chancellor, they 
also expressed concern on the deci- 
sion process. 

“While we wish that the CSU 


Trustees had been more transparent 
in making its selection, we are, nev- 
ertheless, eager to work with the new 
chancellor to rebuild the California 
State University to serve our econo- 
my, democracy and all the people of 
California,’ CFA~ President Lillian 
Taiz said in a statement. 

Reed announced his retirement in

No seats were left unfilled through- 
out the 47th Congressional District 
Forum with Democratic State Senator 
Alan Lowenthal and Republican Long 
Beach Councilman Gary DeLong, de- 
spite the muffled volleyball game tak- 
ing place above. 

Cal State Long Beach hosted the 
forum from 5:30 to 7:00 p.m. on Fri- 
day at the Pointe of the Walter Pyra- 
mid. Students and the general public 
came out to become better informed 
on the candidates. 

The event was moderated by Bea 
Antenore, a member of the Long 
Beach League of Women Voters. The 
candidates were given two minutes 
each to answer questions provided 
with no rebuttals allowed. 

Topics discussed ranged from edu- 
cation and healthcare to ntedical mari-— 
juana and foreign policy. However, the 
future of California’s economy was a 
recurring theme throughout the night. 

Both Lowenthal and DeLong 
agreed that the two biggest problems 
facing California are the economy 
and the number of jobs.

The Long Beach community joined 
together yesterday to cheer on the ex- 
pected 25,000 participants of the Long 
Beach International City Bank Mara- 
thon. 

The event consisted of three pos- 
sible routes for runners as well as a 26- 
mile route for cyclists. 

John Parks, executive vice president 
of marketing for Run Racing — who 
helped orchestrate the run — said that 
three years ago, marathon organizers 


worked in conjunction with Cal State . 


Long Beach President F. King Alex- 
ander to change the route of the run, 
ultimately incorporating. the CSULB 
campus into miles 17, 18 and19. 

Parks said he finds that the mara- 
thon participants normally hit exhaus- 


tion around mile 20, but the energy 
that the CSULB students bring makes 
a huge difference. 

“The feedback we receive from run- 
ners going through CSULB is aimaz- 
ing,” Parks said. 

Alvin Van, a senior business ac- 
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counting major and president. of the 
Information Systems Student Associa- 
tion, was along the route doing jump- 
ing jacks, fists pumps and leg kicks to 
motivate the passing runners.

The spill delayed a 
CSULB Crew race.

All recreational beaches were 
closed in Alamitos Bay last week be- 
cause of a sewage spill from a private 
system into the Cerritos Channel. 

The spill was contained shortly af- 
ter the city became aware of it on Sept. 
30. Mother’s Beach was the first to be 
affected by the spill and was closed 
immediately. 

“It honestly sucks that something 
like this could happen,” Cory Carras- 
co, a sophomore communications ma- 
jor, said. 

According to Long Beach City 
Health Officer Mitchell Kushner, the 
spill resulted from the failure of a pri- 
vate homeowner’s association pump, 
causing sewage to overflow from man- 
holes onto the street and flow into the 
channel. The pump normally pushes 
sewage from homes into the city sys- 
tem. 

Kushner said that new safeguards 
will be discussed at a meeting with 
homeowners in hopes of preventing 
this problem from happening again. 
He also said the property owners were 
looking at a'possible fine or corrective 
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Mother’s Beach was closed as a result of a private sewage spill that took place last week. 


action because the same problem has 


occurred before. 

The Long Beach Health Depart- 
ment conducted water tests every day 
from Monday to Saturday to see when 
beach visitors could safely swim in the 
water again. 

Kushner said that clean tests on 
consecutive days were required to re- 
open beaches. All beaches re-opened 
Saturday, according to an automated 
call-in message from the Long Beach 
department of Health and Human Ser- 


vices. 

“I’m glad the city- took these pre- 
cautions so rio one comes into contact 
with the contaminated water and that 
they are using thorough testing to 
make sure the water is clean again,” 
senior communications major Amie 
Boonlikit said. 

The spills also affected the Cal 
State Long Beach Crew Team, which 
normally rows in Alamitos Bay. 

According to the team president 
of the men’s crew team, Yashar Ra- 


himpour, the spill postponed one of. 
the team’s races until the following 
weekend. 

According to the city’s automated 
message regarding the spill, the water 
is clean again and no advisories are in 
effect. 

“I am just glad that they were able 


‘to act quickly and try and get every- 


thing taken care of,’ Carrasco said. “A 
lot of people go down to the beach, so

28th marathon, according to Parks. 

“It’s amazing to watch people as 
they cross the finish line,” Parks said.

Lowenthal, however, supported 
federal government aid to education. 
He said he would move forward with 


educational changes and assessment 
techniques. 

“All states have come together to cre- 
ate common course standards,” he said. 
“We need to set standards on how we 
want schools to be run.” 

Students who came out to the event 
agreed that younger generations need to 
stay more informed about government 
actions. 

“The event is mostly about students,” 


senior film. and electronic arts major 
Allan Tolkoff said. “They did a good 
job of putting the whole thing on.” 

Even though Tolkoff said he enjoyed 
the event, he said he would have liked it 
more if the candidates were given more 
time to speak about issues. 

“One problem with political debates 
have in general is that there is far too 
little time for answers,” he said. 

Political science senior Kevin Nally 


agreed that the candidates were cut off 
too early to convey their full ideas. 

“There was not enough time for 
[answers] ... and it was very bland,” he 
said. “I know they are from the same 
city, but they could have done a better 
job showing their distinctions.” 

Students who are registered in the 
47th Congressional District will be able 
to vote for either Lowenthal or-DeLong 
on Nov. 6. 


Brown signs bill allowing illegal immigrants driver's licenses 


The bill applies to 


those who qualify for | 


Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals.

Undocumented students in Califor- 
nia who qualify for the Deferred Action 
for Childhood Arrivals program will 
now be able to apply for driver’s licens- 
es under new state legislation pines by 
Gov. Jerry Brown. 

The bill, Assembly Bill 2189, was 
presented by Assemblyman Gil Cedillo 
(D-Los Angeles) and signed by Brown 
on Sept. 30. AB 2189 will require the 
Department of Motor Vehicles to ac- 
cept a federal issued document as proof 
of residence for those who qualify un- 
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der Deferred Action for Childhood Ar- 
rivals (DACA), a federal immigration 
relief program. 

“It is a victory for those who were 
brought here through no choice of their 


own, played by the rules and are only ~ 


asking to be included in and contribute 
to American society,” Cedillo said in a 
press release. : 

Miguel Montalva, a community or- 
ganizer for the Long Beach Immigrant 


Rights Coalition (LBIRC) and an immi- © 


grant who benefits from the recent legisla- 


tion, said he feels a sense of relief'as he and 
others will now be on the road legally. 

“Four or five years ago, no one would 
want to face immigration issues pub- 
licly, but now we have all come together 
and will continue to do so,” Montalva 
said. 

The legislation applies to undocu- 


mented individuals between the ages _ 


of 15 and 31, who came to the United 
States before they turned 16. In order 
to qualify for a license, these individu- 
als must have a GED and cannot have 
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committed a felony, significant misde- 
meanor or three or more misdemeanors. 

Julio Salgado, a Cal State Long Beach 
alumnus, said he was not surprised by 
the legislation. He that it was clear to 
him that young immigrants would quali- 
fy to receive a driver’s license. 

Montalva said that though undocu- 
mented immigrants still feared being 
arrested, they are not afraid to put pres- 
sure on the government to allow them 
to stay in'a country in which they grew 
up and call home.

Films like the sci-fi action 
flick “Looper” and Christo-

The University Player’s new season opened last 
weekend with the tragic war play, “Ajax in Iraq.” 
This thought-provoking production: is directed 
by John Farmanesh-Bocca and written’ by Ellen 
McLaughlin. 

Like war, the show was very upfront, direct and 
intense throughout the entire production. The show 
opened with the soldiers and the title character, 
Ajax, in a dance to “Sail” by Awolnation that im- 
mediately captured the attention for the audience. It 
set the confrontational and intense tone of the entire 
production. 

Set on a minimalistic stage, the play tells the par- 
allel war stories of A.J.,.a female private fighting in 
the war in Iraq (Tricia Arlene Bowen) and Sophocles’ 
ancient Greek tragic character Ajax (Erik Mann). 

Although the stage is simple with only a lone 
tent standing upstage as well as a mound of modern 
military helmets, that represents all the lives lost to 
the war; the cast of undergrads who make up the en- 
semble of American soldiers and Greek characters 
fill the whole theatre with explosive energy. The en- 
semble plays dual roles throughout the production as 
soldiers and also a traditional Greek chorus. 

The parallel stories of A.J. and Ajax effortlessly 
weave in and out of each other with some help from 
a merciless Athena played brilliantly by Catherine 
Loughnane. The Greek goddess of war and wisdom 
tells the audience of her actions that lead to the fall 
of the mighty hero Ajax. Her complete disregard

for compassion and utter joy at Ajax’s breakdown” 


highlighted one of the main themes of the produc- 
tion: that war is without sense. This theme is echoed 
throughout the production from some of the Ameri- 
can soldiers who question their purpose in the war. 
The dual stories of ancient and modern war ques- 
tions the point and productivity of war. The same 
betrayal and torture that happened to Ajax in an- 
cient Greece also happened to A.J. in modern times. 
Human nature cannot be cured and therefore, both 
characters, although separated by thousands of 
years, meet the same tragic end. ‘ 
This drama is intensified by monologues per- 
formed by the ensemble which show the effects of 
war from different perspectives. Theré is a group 
of veterans who are firsthand victims of the effect 
of war and whose transition back into society has 
been a hardship. There is also a military wife whose 
heartbreaking tale of her husband’s struggle with 


post-traumatic stress disorder shows how war can 
affect everyone who is surrounded by it. 

Although the stories of A.J. and Ajax were ex- 
tremely similar, one of the main differences was 
Chelsea Brynd’s character Connie Magnus. Connie 
is a female soldier stationed in Iraq with A.J. who 
was the only one who showed any care towards. the 
horrific things happening to A.J. Brynd’s portrayal 
of the friend was lively and compassionate, and in 
the end, it was her monologue that really dug into the 
universal human effects that war can bring. 

“Ajax in Iraq” will run until Oct. 13 with per- 
formances at 8 p.m. Tuesdays through Saturdays, 
and 2 p.m. Saturday matinees. This production is 
in the Studio Theater on the Cal State Long Beach’s 
south campus. Tickets are $15 for general admis- 
sion and $12 for seniors and students (with valid 
ID).

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49ers dig up pair of 
wins despite setbacks 


LBSU improved to 4-2 
in conference play 
with wins over UC 
Davis and Pacific.

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team overcame injuries and 
some poor play early to defeat a pair of 
Big West Conference opponents over 
the weekend. 

Looking for a comeback perfor- 
mance after a disappointing road trip, 
the 49ers invited UC Davis and Pacific 
to the Walter Pyramid, where they 
promptly beat both of them with rela- 
tive ease. 

Against the Aggies (8-9, 2-2 Big 
West), The Beach (9-8, 4-2 Big West) 
dropped a sloppy first set, but respond- 
ed by taking the next three en route to a 
19-25, 25-19, 25-22, 25-19 victory. 

It seemed that all either team had to 
do to win a set was score first, as the 
match featured no lead changes and 
only six ties. 

LBSU. was down two starters, as 
sophomores Alma Serna and Chelsea 
Cabrajac were sidelined by injuries, but 
the ‘Niners experimented with differ- 
ent lineups and seemed to find a groove 
with timely hitting and improvement 
on defense as the night went on. 

Janisa Johnson came up huge for 
The Beach all night, as she consistently 
connected from both the front and back 


rows. The senior outside hitter led the 
charge with 15 kills and 15 digs on .261 
hitting, one of three 49er double-dou- 
bles on the night. 

Junior outside hitter Delainey Aign- 
er-Swesey added 14 kills and 15 digs 
on .211 hitting while junior setter Tara 
Roenicke tallied 45 assists, 13 digs and 
three kills. : 

“We’ve been working a lot in prac- 
tice with different lineups, so whatever 
was chosen we just had to relax and go 
with what we did in practice,” Johnson 
said. “This is my last year, so I’m just 
going to go all out. I’m here for my 
teammates; they’re here for me.” 

LBSU head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said Johnson was the glue that held the 
team together and the anchor of its victory. 

“It was Janisa tonight,” Gimmillaro 
said. “She was awesome. She was ac- 
robatic, skilled and her digging was 
amazing.” 

Outside the first set, the only real 
threat from Davis came late in the third. 
Facing a 20-12 deficit, the Aggies went 
on arun that brought the score to 22-19: 

The Beach responded by taking 
three of the next six points to win the 
set, an effort that was punctuated by 
two emphatic kills by Johnson. 

The Aggies were paced by senior 
outside hitter Allison- Whitson, who 
finished with a match-high 20 kills to 
go along with 16 digs on .173 hitting. 

Gimmillaro credited his team for the 
perseverance it showed after dropping 
the opening set. 

“We played hard,” he said. “When 
you’re playing hard, things don’t al- 
ways work, so we had to continue [to 
work hard] to calm down.” 

A team looking much more sure of 
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Delainey Ainger-Seweny totaled 22 kills and 34 digs for the weekend. 


itself took the court at the Walter Pyra- 
mid on Saturday night. 

LBSU used a balanced attack to con- 
trol its match with Pacific from start to 
finish en route to a 25-16, 26-24, 25-18 
sweep of the Tigers. 

The 49ers picked up its second win in 
as many nights: by capitalizing on mis- 
takes and never letting Pacific (15-3, 3-2 
Big West) gain any real momentum. 

The Tigers committed 12 service 
errors and 27 on the attack while The 
Beach committed just 14 errors total. 

Down 23-20 late in the second set, 
LBSU came out of a timeout firing and 


scored six of the final seven points to 
take the set and put its unofficial seal 
on the contest. 

The run was punctuated by tandem 
block from Johnson and Serna and a 
solo effort from Johnson that ended the 
frame. 

Serna returned to the starting lineup 
as well, and she provided The Beach 
with five kills, two digs and two total 
blocks on .250 hitting. : 

Aigner-Sewsey paced the 49er at- 
tack with eight kills and 19 digs while 
hitting at a .318 clip. 

The Beach out-hit Pacific .204 to .107 
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on the night. Roenicke guided the 49er 
attack with 25 assists to go along with 
eight digs and two kills on .500 hitting. 

After losing both of its matches last 
weekend, Roenicke said it was impor- 
tant for The Beach to refocus and come 
back to win two at home. : 

“Even in practices this week our 
energy was completely different,” she 
said. “Our attitude toward playing was 
different, and this weekend for both 
matches we came out ready to fight and 
just go after it.” 

Injuries have caused The Beach to ex- 
periment with many different lineups, but 
Roenicke said the team must find ways to 
make it work no matter who is playing. 

“The first game yesterday, we start- 
ed out really slow,” she said, “It was — 
a different team on the court, but it 
doesn’t matter, everyone brings energy. 
We all came together and were really 
loud and just had each other’s backs. It 
was good.” 

With the recent lineup adjustments, 
Libby Fontanilla found herself playing 
libero for the second straight night. The 
senior picked up 15 digs against Pacific 
following a career-high 20 on Friday. 

“T’m really excited that I have this 
opportunity now [to play libero],” Fon- 
tanilla said. “It’s a big role. I want to go 
out there and fight and play every point 
for my team. Libero has to be every- 
where, and that’s what I’m going to do, 
I’m going to be everywhere.” 

Anchoring the Tigers was freshman 
Kat Schulz, who compiled a double-dou- 
ble with a match-high 12 kills and 11 digs. 

Gimmillaro credited his team for 
continuing to persevere through inju- 
ries and night-to-night lineup chang- 
es. 

“We’re working hard,” he said. 
“We're making mistakes and our exe- 
cution is ok, but for the most part we’re 
playing good defense.” 

The Beach returns to action Thurs- 
day when it travels to UC Riverside (5- 
13, 0-5 Big West) at 7 p.m.

The tenth-ranked Long Beach State 
men’s water pole team returned to its 
winning ways at the Gary Troyer Tour- 
nament this weekend, as it ran the table 
in completing a four-game sweep. 

The 49ers secured victories over 
Harvard, Fresno Pacific, La Verne and 
No. 19-Cal Baptist to push their record 
to 16-3. LBSU handled its first three op- 
ponents with ease, outscoring Harvard 
(12-10), Fresno Pacific (10-6), and La 
Verne (2-17) by a combined 41 goals. A 
late rally preserved the perfect tourna- 
ment and left the 49ers in good spirits 
to conclude the tournament schedule, 
The Beach will spend the remainder of 
the season trying to earn a berth into 
the Mountain Pacific Sports Federation 
(MPSF) Tournament by season’s end. 

In the first game of the Gary Troyer 


Tournament, the 49ers defeated Harvard, 
12-5.

Cal Baptist gave the 49ers a scare, but 
White and Rascon came to the rescue as 
LBSU escaped with a one-goal victory. 
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The 49ers came out on top, 9-8, despite 
trailing by one with less than two min- 
utes left to play. White tied the game 
with 1:19 remaining, and one defensive 
stop later, the 49ers were in position 
to squeak out a late game comeback. 
Rascon emerged as the hero, as his goal 
with ten seconds remaining sealed a dra- 
matic victory for The Beach.
